008 or NOPEC - Amends the No Oil Producing and Exporting Cartels Act of 2
Sherman Act to make it illegal for any foreign state or instrumentality thereof to 
act collectively or in combination with any other foreign state or any other 
person, when such action has a direct, substantial, and reasonably foreseeable 
effect on the market, supply, price, or distribution of petroleum in the United 
States, to: (1) limit the production or distribution of oil, natural gas, or any other 
petroleum product (petroleum); (2) set or maintain the price of petroleum; or (3) 
otherwise take any action in restraint of trade for petroleum.

dependency and indemnity compensation for surviving spouses and children. 
Requires each such increase to be the same percentage as the increase in 
benefits provided under title II (Old Age, Survivors and Disability Insurance) of 
the Social Security Act, on the same effective date.
